The President Reminded of His Great- 
Uncle’s H istoric Trip. 
New Madrid, Mo., Oct. 4.—The pres­ 
ident spent the entire afternon yester­ 
day in a leisurely run down the Mis­ 
sissippi riv er from Cairo to New Mad­ 
rid. 
His boat, the M ississippi, slowed 
up at New Madrid, but the delay was 
brief. 
New M adrid is a place of history, 
and not the least interesting feature 
of its history is found in the asso­ 
ciating with It of the nam e of Nich­ 
olas Roosev elt, a great-uncle of the 
president’s, who stopped here In 1811, 
when he brought down the first steam ­ 
boat that ev er ran on the w aters of 
either the M ississippi or the Ohio riv ­ 
ers. 
It was here that Nicholas Roose­ 
v elt turned up the M ississippi instead 
of down. 
It is related that this change 
was influenced by the great New Mad­ 
rid earthquake, which occurred at that 
time. 
These facts hav e been recited 
many tim es to the president since he 
j began his tour of the riv er, and he has 
nev er failed to m anifest interest in 
them. 
The president’s boat did not land, 
owing to his desire not to v ary his 
program . 
The run down the riv er 
was dev oid of interest for the most 
part, the only enliv ening incident be­ 
ing a brief race betw een the Alton 
and the Fred H artw eg. a fast Ohio 
boat, with a delegation from P itts­ 
burg on board, which joined the pres­ 
idential fleet at Cairo, which was a 
draw n battle. 
The president lunched 
aboard the Colonel M ackenzie with 
the 
inland 
w aterw ays 
commission. 
The low* riv er banka were at places 
fringed with people, but they were 
generally too far remov ed from the 
boats to perm it any dem onstration ex 
cept the wav ing of handkerchiefs. 
At
